A comprehensive scheme of improving the 
Chicago River, which will include the federal 
government, the State, the city, and the 
Drainage District, is the aim of the report 
adopted by the opposition in the Citizens’ 
Executive committee at a meeting held at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday. 
was drawn by Dr. A. R. Reynolds, Judge O. 
N. Carter, and P. B. Weare. It was slightly 
amended, and John Barton Payne was re- 
quested to call another meeting of the Execu- 
tive committee. Mr. Payne replied that he 
would do so on Monday. A vigorous attempt 
will be made then to substitute the Reynolds 
report for the one adopted on last Monday. 
Nothing was said about extending the old 
tax rate to improve the river in the new re- 
port. After reciting the lack of any compre- 
hensive plan for river improvement and the 
general chaos which the. completion of the 
drainage canal has brought about, the report 
advocated the appointment of a commission 
consisting of the United States Engineer for 
the federal government; the Superintendent 
of Public Works, City Engineer, and Corpo- 
ration Counsel for the city; the State Board 
of Health and Health department of Chicago, 
each one representative; and the chief engi- 
neer and attorney for the Sanitary District. 


Aims of the Commission. 


This commission is to work out plans, with 
estimates of cost, for the enlargement of 
the Chicago River in such a manner that the 
drainage canal law would be complied with, 
the interests of navigation would not be im- 
paired, the health of the State safeguarded, 
and the aims of the general government to 
use the river and canal as a part of a large 
waterway to the 
aided.

First Named Says Rich Citisens Who 
Spend Wealth Abroad Are Not True

“Those ¢itizens of Chicago who possess 
wealth and leisure, and who leave as soon 
as possible to spend them both in other 
places, are not true to the highest ideals of 
manhood,” said Charles L. Hutchinson to 
the Arché club in Grand Boulevard Hall 
yesterday afternoon. 

This declaration brought forth from 
Franklin MacVeagh, who was present, the 
following reply: 

“In some respects the City of Chicago 
is not fit to live in. I join with Mr. 
Hutchinson in loyalty to its interests, 
but I do not wonder that hundreds of citi- 
zens are leaving to find homes of léisure 
Until you can get rid of the 
smoke you can never get a really beautiful 
city or one that will attract the people.“ 

* Municipal Art was the subject which 
brought together a number of citizens in- 
terested in the beautifying of Chicago. Pre- 
eminent among the conclusions reached was 
that brought out by Mr. MacVeagh, that all 
the work of the Municipal Art league and 
other outdoor art associations will be useless 


Smoke Delays Esthetic Future. 

“I am not pessimistic,” said Mr. Mac- 
Veagh, but I see that the city is at this mo- 
ment unworthy of itself. The future of Chi- 
cago as I see it is to be an intellectual and 
an esthetic future. It is an essential busi- 
ness proposition that this city must be set 
in order. The Municipal Art league is not 
discouraged by the fact that all its works 
will be of no avail if the smoke nuisance con- 
tinues. It believes that the smoke can and 
will be abated.“ 

Mr. Hutchinson read his paper ih to it 
Mr. MacVeagh made an impromptu reply. 
Mr. Hutchinson said of the citizens who quit 
Chicago: 

They are to be pitied it after their travels 
they return to Chicago to find nothing beau- 
tiful. The time is not far distant when 
citizeng of Chicago will be proud to regis- 
ter in Paris, the most beautiful of cities. 
Chicago is a great, overgrown country town, 
it is true, but its future is not dark. The 
paving of streets and alleys and the plant- 
ing of trees would work one of the first 
great transformations toward a most beau- 
tiful city.”

HUMAN RACE NO BETTER 
OFF THAN 100 YEARS AGO. 


Thomas C. Ward, the Oldest White Man 
in Maryland, Thinks There Is Too. 
Much Greed for Wealth Nowadays. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 4. — [Spectal.J— 
Thomas Cooksey Ward, aged.108 years, who 
resides with his son and daughters on a farm 
at Charlotte Hall, in St. Mary’s County, Md., 
and who holds the distinction of being the 
oldest white man in the State, in speaking 
of the century that had just closed, said: 

Well, it was a wonderful age, but with 
all the marvelous inventions I do not think 
the human race is any better off than it 

was 100 years ago. There is too much greed 
for wealth these days, and people are not as 
honest as they used to be, and more confi- 
dence could be placed in them. 

“The old plantation homes were attrac- 
tive. Social pleasures were numerous, and 
there was not this false idea of rank and 
position. I have seen the wealthiest and 
most fashionable women dance with men 
whose clothing was worn. Some of these old 
gatherings were delightful, and well showed 
the kindly spirit of those days. A man’s 
neighbors would help him in his farm werk. 
Then at night all would enjoy a dance. Ifa 
poor man lost his horse his neighbors would 
help him buy another. You don't see that 
spirit today.

Chicagoans must see by this time that the 
country village government is not the most 
desirable thing in a great city.

tles.

‘The enactment of the school bill has been 
deferred on account of the desire of the 
Filipinos to be heard on the bill as com- 
pleted.

The latter 
appropriated $1,650,000 outright, to be dis- 
bursed through Mr. Atkinson under the su- 
pervision of General MacArthur. 

The completed bill directly appropriates 
only $40,000 and reserves to the commission 
authority over plans for schoolhouses, and 
also requires Mr. Atkinson to report to both 
General MacArthur and the commission. 

The commission has authorized the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction to proceed wi 
the business intrusted to its administra- 
tion.

ILL WOMAN AND THREE 
CHILDREN ARE EVICTED. 


Supposed Constables Drive Mrs. Mary 
-Kazalik and Family Out of House at 
Night Because Rent Is Not Paid. 


Mrs. Mary Kazalik and her three children, 
from 3 to 13 years old, were evicted from 
their house at 8907 Escanaba avenue last 
night because of her inability to pay two 
months’ back rent. The woman, who has 
been ill for two months, lay on the sidewalk 
for several hours, too weak to move. The 
police were notified of her predicament and 
came to her rescue. 

A year ago the woman’s husband was 
killed at the Illinois Steel company at South 
Chicago, and since that time she has been 
compelled to work as a seamstress to sup- 
port her children.

The woman became hysterical and begged 
to be allowed to remain in the house until. 
morning. The men, however, refused. The 
pieces of furniture were taken from the 
little home, one ata time. The bed on which 
the woman lay was left untilthelast. Then 
Mrs. Kazalik was compelled to get up and 
dress while it was taken apart and carried 
out. The men then ordered her out and 
directed the children to follow. The door 
and windows were then locked and she men 
quickly disappeared. 

The children spread a mattress on the 
snow and pulled their mother over to it, 
using the bed clothes to wrap her in, and 
then ran to notify friends. Finally the South 
Chicago police were notified and the woman, 
nearly unconscious from exposure, was re- 
moved to the station.

REPORT'S ON THR SCHOOLS. | 


STATE SUPERINTENDENT — 
CHANGES IN LAWS, 


Asks That Pupil Completing Course in 
Country District Shall Be Entitled 
te Free Tuition in Higher Grade— 
Urges Township Organisation, Pub- 
lic Transportation of Pupils, and Aid 
in Maintaining Libraries—Statistics 
for Year. 


Springfield, II., Jan. 4—[Special.J—In the 
biennial report of the State Superintendent 
of ‘Public Instruction, now in the hands of 
the printer, a number of recommendations 
for legislation are made. Superintendent 
Bayliss asks that County Superintendents be 
given some relief from the onerous duties re- 
quired of them by the existing law. 

One of his important recommendations fs 
that a pupil who has completed the required 
course of study in a country schoo}, and has 
received the County Superintendent's cer- 
tificate to that effect, shall be entitled to 
tend the nearest accredited high school free 
of all charge of tuition. 

Superintendent Bayliss also recommends 
township organization whére the number of 

upila in adjoining districts is Hmited. and 

rther recommends the payment of public 
money for the transportation of children to 
and from school when the people of any dis- 
triet so direct by election. These récom- 
mendations are based upon observations of 
workings of a similar law in the State of 
Ohio. The Superintendent also recommends 
legislation to encourage the smaller districts 
to establish and ald them to maintain sult- 


able school libraries.

The ‘total days of at- 
tendance in graded schools was 87,488,400; 
in ungraded schools, 80,823,838. The average 
dally attendance was 737,576. The number 
of districts having no school was nineteen. 
Districts having no school less than six 
months number ninety-six, while 11,666 dis- 
tricts had school six menths or more. 

The number of high schools in the State is 
821 and the number of graded schools, in- 
cluding high schools, 2,082. Ungraded schools 
in the State number 30,715, and the total 
number of schools, 12,797. 

Graded schools were in session a total ef 

8,028 months during the year and ungraded 
schools 79,783 months. The average num- 
ber of months schools were in session was 7.6. 

The number of male teachers in graded 
schools was 2,846; female teachers, 11,548. 
In ungraded schools the male teachers num- 
bered 4,604; females, 7,715. The total num- 
ber of teachers was 26,318. Other statistics 
on teachers are:

castor oil plants or palma christi around 
the houses and premises. On this subject 


“Consul Plumacher at Maracaibo says: 


A simple remedy against mosquitoes has 
been employed in several places in South 
America and is equally well adapted to the 
temperate zone. It consists in growing the 
castor ofl plant. In cold and temperate 
climates the castor oil plant grows to a 
height of four or five feet; in these coun- 
tries it becomes a tall tree and is perennial. 

It seems that the smell of the plant is 
disagreeable to mosquitoes and other in- 
sects, and it is an acknowledged fact that 
where these plants grow few mosquitoes will 
be * My personal experience bears this 
ou 

My residence is surrounded by plantain 
and banana trees, and I ‘have been much 
troubled in the past by the great number of 
mosquitoes which gathered between the 


leaves. Following the example of old set-. 


tlers in the country I planted the castor 
seeds which grew up in profusion, and there 
are now no mosquitoes to be found among 
the plantain and banana trees, although I 
keep. the ground well irrigated. By keeping 
branches and the seeds of the plant in rooms, 
the mosquitoes are driven away from the 
latter. 

There are several varieties of the castor 
oll plant. In this country there are two—one 
with brown nuts and the other white in color, 
with a kernel tasting like a fregh almond.” 

Attorney General Griggs has excited the

Sev- y 
eral months ago the Building Firms. 
Attorney General se- 
cured plans for the building from Architect 
Post of New York. The latter named seven 
or eight building firms, all of high standing, 
to whom the bids should be limited.

reapportionment bill. Although this meas- 
ure has the merit of not increasing the size 
of the House, it is evident that there is much 
oppositien to it. 

Futile efforts were made to secure an 
agreement setting a day to take a vote on 
the measure, but notwithstanding this Mr. 
Hopkins still contends that there is a majori- 
ty for his bill. 

On the other hand, there are claims equally 
as strong that the measure is beaten al- 
ready, and while Mr. Hopkins was making 
a speech explaining the bill, he was harassed 

to a considerable extent by those who de 
not agree with him. Some acrimony was 
manifested and a number of times during 
the afternoon members threw parliamentary 
courtesy to the winds and flatly contradicted 
each other. 

Before the holiday recess Mr. Hopkins 
was of the opinien that it would require only 
two days to dispose of his measure, but 
the indications point to four or five days’ gen- 
eral debate and this may be prolonged. 

Members of the Maine, Indiana, and delega- 
tions from other States which will lose a 
member by the operations of the Hopkins 
bill are still hard at work secu the 
promises from members to vote against the 
Hopkins bill. Some of the friends of that 
measure are not so confident of its passage 
as they were yesterday, and it would not be 
surprising if it should be defeated, and a 
number fixed at 395, which would not reduce 
the representatien of any State.

The President 
jumped Lieutenant Colonel Campbell over 
the head of Colonel Cornelius Gardener, who 
commands the Thirtieth Infantry. This is 
an unusual proceeding, and it is the first time 
it has been done since the beginning of the 
Spanish war, although it frequently hap- 
pened during the civil war. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish war Colonel 


Campbell organized the Ninth Illinois Vol-. 


unteers and was made its commanding officer. 
After the cessation of hostilities this regi- 
ment was mustered out of service, but Colonel 
Campbell induced a large number of his men 
to enlist in the Thirtieth Infantry, which is 
one of the provisional regiments, and he was 
made its Lieutenant Colonel. The regiment 
was sent to the Philippines and has done good 
service there.

ARMED CONFLICT IMMINENT. 


Dispute Between Asphale Companies in 
Venezuela Grows More Bitter and 
a Collision Is Feared. 


Ww on, D. C., Jan. [Special. Dis- 
quieting information was received by the 
State department today from Minister 
Loomis at Caracas, Venezuela, which says 
an armed conflict is imminent between men 
employed by the New York and Bermuda 
Asphalt company and the Venezuelan 
troops. The threatened conflict grows out 
of the rivalry of two American asphalt com- 
panies, one of which wishes to retain pos- 
session of the asphalt deposits and the other 
company desiring to secure possession. This 
trouble has been brewing. for some time, 
but matters have now taken a serious turn, 
and if the New York and Bermuda company 
carries out its threat and Minister Loomis 
is not successful in bringing about a har- 
monious agreement bloodshed will likely fol- 
low. 

This company was granted concessions by 
the Venezuelan government, which has can- 
celed its grant and seeks to turn it over toa 
rival company. The New York and Bermuda 
eoncern has carried out its threat and has 
armed 100 men for the purpose of defying 
the government and protecting its interests. 
President Castro is equally determined to 
carry out the terms of his decree.revoking 
the concession, and it is believed an armed 
force will proceed to the asphalt field to 
dislodge the company now in possession. 

By tomorrow it is expected three American 
warships will be in the vicinity of the threat- 
ened trouble. The Hartford is at La Guayra, 
the Buffalo is due to arrive there today, and 
the gunboat Scorpion is expected to arrive 
tomorrow. The asphalt deposits are located 
twelve miles inland from this port.

Olmsted Resolution to Investigate the | 


Abridgement of the Franchise Is Re- 
ferred to the Census Committee Af- 
ter a Spirited Debate—Underwood of 
Alabama Insists on Right to Defend 
Property: Against Maladministra- 
‘tion—Holds Laws Fully Warranted. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—The House to- 
day had another spirited struggle over the 
Olmsted resolution, to investigate the 
abridgement of the suffrage in certain 
Southern States with a view to reapportion- 
ment upon the actual basis of suffrage. It 
finally was referred to the Census com- 
mittee, where the opposition desired it to go 
originally. Some of the Republican leaders 
were not in sympathy with the resolution. 

The debate upon the resolution was marked 
by exceeding frankness. Some of the South- 
ern members avowed that the attempt to en- 


franchise the negro had been a lamentable 


failure, and the action of certain States. 
in legally eliminating the blacks as factors 
at the polis, they said, was in the interest 
of civilization and progress. Mr. McDermott 
of New Jersey asserted that every State in 
the union either added to or subtracted from 
the constitutional requirements of votérs, 
and challenged any member to show, to the 
contrary, one that did not. 
Says South Is Fair to Negro. 

Mr. Underwood IAls.] made a warm 
speech in opposition to the resolution. He 
said the real purpose of the fourteenth 
amendment had been to enfranchise the 
negro. It had failed. The fifteenth amend- 
ment had been successful for a time, but in 
the end it had proved a lamentable failure. 
Both amendments had been mistakes, not 
only to the Democratic but to the Republican 
parties. The time had come now, after the 
bitterness of the war was over, when the 
people of the South, in fairness and justice 
to themselves and the negro race, were try- 
ing not to oppress the negro race, but only to 
protect themselves and their property 
against mal administration. 

He admonished his friends from the North 
that they did not live among the negroes, 
and did not understand the problem to be 
solved. We ot the South,“ said he, address- 
ing the majority, are trying to solve it 
fairly to both races, and I appeal to you, if 
you are in favor of upbuilding the negro race, 
Jf you are in favor of protecting the invest- 
ments which the North has sent there, to 
send this resolution to a committee and let it 
die there.“ 

Hopkins Denounces Minority Plan. 

During the discussion of the reapportion- 
ment bill Mr. Hopkins said the States which 
were opposing his bill were those which lost 
Representatives under its operation. He 
claimed that the bill of the minority showed 
favoritism to Nebraska and Maine, each 
of which would lose one Representative upon 
the basis of the figures prepared by the 
Director of the Census for a House of 386 
members. Those two members, he said, 
were deliberately filched by the Burleigh bill 
from New York and Pennsylvania. He de- 
clared that a more unfair bill was never 


prese to the House than that fathered 
by theéjmember from Maine [Burleigh]. 
The Burleigh bill, he said, gave Maine a 


Representative for each 173,617 inhabitants. 
If this ratio were taken in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and Illinols, New York would 
have five, Pennsylvania three, and Illinois 
three more Representatives than the bill 
allows them.

INDIA THANKS UNITED STATES. 


Viceroy Curzon Expresses Appreciation 
for Contributions to Famine 
Relief Fund. 


Washington, D. C., Jan.'4.—The Consul at 
Bombay has forwarded to the State depart- 
ment the following letter from Lord Curzon, 
Viceroy of India: 

VICEROY’S CAMP, Nov. 23.—Dear Sir: The 
Viceroy has the greatest pleasure in adding his 
testimony to that which he understands you are 
sending to the American people as to the immense 
value of the contributions that have been made by 
the American public to the relief of the recent 
Indian famine. 

Whether these contributions have taken the form 
of money, or clothing, or grain, they have sprung 
from the two noblest of human sentiments—viz. : 
the feeling for suffering manhood and the recogni- 
tion of a common aid between the two great 
branches of the English speaking race—and they 
have exercised a positive and material influence 
in the mitigation of the greatest calamity with 
which India has been afflicted for many years.

MAKE PLATES FOR WARSHIPS, 


Pennsylvania Steel Plants Begin Work 
on Eleven Million Pounds Order 
from the Government. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 4.—[Special.}—Work 
was begun today on the construction of the 
steel plates and shapes for the battleships 
Maine, Ohio, and Missouri, contracts for 
which recently were awarded to the Carnegie 
Steel company by the Cramp and Newport 
News Shipbuilding companies. The three 
battleships will require 8,000,000 pounds of 
ship plates, which are used throughout the 


‘vessels, mostly in the interior, and 8,000,000 


pounds of shapes, mostly also in plates, but 


000,000 pounds that the three will need ex- 
clusive of: the armor plate. 

The contracts for the armor have not been 
awarded, although an agreement regarding 
prices has been reached between the Navy. 
department and the Carnegie company, 
Bethlehem Steel company, and the Midvale. 
Steel company. The price at first was con- 
sidered too high. 

The steel in the plates must endure a rigid 
test. It is specified that it shall stand a 
physical test of 60,000 pounds, and that in 
chemical composition it shall be lower than 
four-tenths of 1 per cent in sulphur and 
phosphorus. Some of the lighter pieces for 
the Maine, Missouri, and Ohio are too small 
to be made at the Homestead works and 
will be turned out in Pittsburg. 8

RICHARD N. BATCHELDER DIES. 


Former Quartermaster General of the 
Army Expires in Washington 
After a Long Illness. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—General Rich- 
ard N. Batchelder, former Quartermaster 
General of the army, died here this after- 
noon. 

General Batchelder had been in delicate 
health for several years past, but his illness 
did not assume a critical phase until just be- 
fore the holidays, when he suffered from an 
attack of angina pectoris. Interment will be 
at Arlington Cemetery on Monday, after 
services in All Souls’ Unitarian Church. 

General Batchelder served with distinction 
during the war, and was awarded a medal 
of honor for most distinguished gallantry 
in action t Mosby's guerrillas.“ He 
received tHe brevet ranks of Major, Lieu- 
tenant nel, and Colonel, U. 8. A., and of 
Major, Mieutenant Colonel, Colonel, and 
Brigadier General of volunteers, the latter 
brevet being awarded on March 13, 1865, for 
“faithful and meritorious services during 
the war.“ 

In 1890 he was promoted to Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the regular army, and entered upon 
his duties as Quartermaster General of the 
army. He retired in 1896. General Batchelder 
saw considerable service in the Quartermas- 
ter’s department on the Pacific coast, doing 
duty as Chief Quartermaster at Portland, 
Ore., and Depot Quartermaster at San Fran- 
cisco 


SENATE PASSES REFORM LAW. 


Bill Prohibiting Sale of Opium and In- 
toxicants to Uncivilized Peoples 


Is Given Approval. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4—Favorable 
action was taken today by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations on the resolution 
previously introduced by Senator Lodge de- 
claring for the enactment of laws prohibit- 
ing the sale of opium and intoxicating liquors 
to the aboriginal and uncivilized peoples of 
all countries, and the resolution afterwards 
was reported to and passed by the Senate. 

The committee had before it petitions signed 
by numerous individuals and associations 
from twenty-three States, which were pre- 
sented by the Reform bureau. That bureau 
received the following letter from ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison on the subject: 

“The Rev. W. F. Crafts, Washington— 
My Dear Sir: I have received your letter of 
the 25th ult., and in reply I beg to say that 
I have made it a rule not to sign petitions of 
appeal to members of Congress for legisla- 
tion. I have expressed myself upon the sub- 
ject in a public address in the paragraph to 
which your letter refers. It does seem to me 
as if the Christian nations of the world ought 
to be able to make their contact with the 
weaker peoples of the earth beneficent and 
not destructive, and I give to your efforts to 
secure helpful legislation my warmest sym- 
pathy. BENJAMIN HARRISON.”

WANTS MORE VOICE IN TAXES. 


Adam Wolf Will Present to Real Estate 
Board Plan for Co-operation of As- 
sessors and Reviewers. 


President Adam Wolf of the Board of 
Assessors has under, consideration a series 
of resolutions that he intends to present at 
the next meeting of the Real Estate board. 
The resolutions embody several changes in 
the methods by which the Board of Assessors 
and the Board of Review accomplish their 


work. 

The chief feature is a change by which the 
Assessors are to appear before the Board of 
Review when that body has under considera- 
tion the valuations as fixed by the assessing 
board. It is maintained by members of the 
Board of Assessors that their attempts to 
establish equitable valuations often amount 
to naught because of the action of the Board 
of Review in making revisions. 

As it stands now the valuations are fixed 
by the Assessors, who then turn over the 
books to the Board of Review, which has 
power to revise them as it sees fit. The 
latter body is thus the supreme power in 
determining the taxation of the city and 
county. It is urged that the Assessors make 
their valuation only upon data obtained from 
minute investigation, and that they ought, 
therefore, to have a voice in the final dispo- 
sition of the assessments.

The news will come as a surprise 
to people who believe that Lord Kitchener, 
having been engaged in the arduous busi- 
ness of war in the Soudan and in the Trans- 
vaal, is entitled to a rest. 

It ie not generally known, however, that 
affairs in India give great uneasiness to 
the British government. It is well known 
that the Ameer of Afghanistan is arming 
heavily. There is nothing to show the cause 
for the military activity, but the Ameer 
declares that it is his resolve to maintain 
the Independence of his territory. | 

Afghanistan cannot be menaced other than 
by Great Britain and Russia, and the diplo-;

The Commonwealth of Australia was for- 
mally inaugurated on New Tear's day under 
a government similar to that of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. It is made up of the states 
of New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland, 
South Austrailia, Tasmania, and West Aus- 
tralia. These states combined have an area 
of 2,944,628 square miles, or only 747,407 


‘square miles less than the United States. 


The new commonwealth will have a Gov- 
ernor General, appointed by the Queen, and 
a Parliament composed of two Houses. 
Each state contributes the same number of 
Senators to the Upper House, but member- 
ship in the Lower House ts dependent upon 
population, the ratio being fixed at one mem- 
ber for every 30,000 inhabitants, with a 
minimum of five members for each state. 
Each state will, of course, have its own 
Governor and Legislature. 

It is not idle to dream that at some time 
in the century that dawned with the birth 


ef the commonwealth a new republic, 
dependent of Great Britain, will be 2 
to the nations of the earth; that it will be 
a republic righ and powerful enough on land 
and sea to defend itself against successful 
attack from any quarter, and that its name 
will be Australia.

Negotiations- at Pekin are again at a stand- 
still, The allied forces, at the request of 
Emperor Kwang-Su, have granted a truce 
and military operations are nominally at 
a standstill. The Emperor has instructed 
Prince Ching and Bari Li Hung Chang to 
sign the preliminary terms of peace, and 
the joint note referred to last week is being 
put into the form of an agreement for

Interest In the diplomatic phase of the 
Chinese question was stirre@ during the 
week by the Announcement of a treaty be- 
tween China and Russia, by the terms of 
which the vast Province of Manchuria be- 
comes virtually a protectorate under the 


The treaty is, on the surface, in direct 
violation of the tacit agreement that has 
maintained the concert of the powers at 
Pekin. With this tactt agreement broken, 
there seems to be no reason why Germany 
should not assume a protectorate over the 
entire Shan-Tung Province, or France over 
some of the Southern provinces. 

Russia's practical seizure of Manchuria 
virtually adds 874,000 square miles to the 
Czar’s dominion, shuts off Corea from China, 
and means the domination of Mongolia. It 
virtually carries the Russian Empire in Asia 
southward to the Great Wall and m 
the integrity of Pekin itself. | 8 

The elections for the Lower House of the 
Reichsrath are in progress in Austria and, 
while the results will not be known for 
several days, the indications so far are that 
the Socialists are losing and the Nationalists 
gaining. 

There are #0 many political parties in 
Austria that the average reader has dif- 
fieulty in keeping them in mind. I he un- 
dertakes to study the subject he js lost in 
a maze made up of German Liberals, Na- 
tlonal Germans, Anti-Semites, Poles, Ruthe- 
nians, Young Czechs, Old Czechs, Independ- 
ent Czechs, Left Centrists, Clericals, Slavo- 
nians, Serbocroats, Bohemian Feudal Con- 
servatives, and Moravian Centrists. There 
are also others. 

Leaving all the minor parties out ot the 
reckoning, it may be sald that the dividing 
line in the Austrian Reichsrath lies between 
the Csech (or Bohemian) and the German 
languages. The present Reichsrath is con- 
trolled by the Czechs, who demand that 
their language be made the officia} language 
of Bohemia. The minority is controlled by 
the Germans, including the Nationalists, who 
stand by liberal doctrines and the main- 
tenance of German as the official language 
of the empire. 

The vigorous war waged by the French 
government upon the religious orders of 
France has finally resulted in an appeal to 
the Vatican. A delegation of influential 
French Catholica has gone to Rome to urge 
upon Pope Leo the necessity of interference. 

It is hardly likely that Pope Leo wil de- 
part from the attitude of non-interference 
he has maintained toward the French gov- 
ernment ever since he ascended the Pontif- 
ical throne. His predecessor, Pope Pius IX., 
held the same policy. 

And so, unless the Vatican’s policy is rad- 
ieally changed, the French government's 
crusade against the religious orders is like- 
ly to continue unabated. 


From Havana comes the statement that 


the constitutional convention has virtually 
decided upon the plan for the future rela- 
tions between the island and the United 
States. It is said to include an acceptance 
of the Monroe doctrine, the regulation of 
Cuban foreign affairs in accordance with 
the wishes of the United States, the transfer 
te the United States of any harbor on the 
north coast and any two harbors on the 
south coast that may be desired for naval 
bases, and a treaty of offensive and defen- 
sive alliance. 

If such a plan is adopted it indicates that 
the Cubans who favor a United States pro- 
tectorate over the future republic are in 
the majority. But the convention has not 
yet arrived at a final decision and the con- 
stitution it ferms will have to be ratified 
by the people before it can become effective. 
There is still room for a wide divergence of

Darrell D. Wright, United States Com- 
alasoner of Labor, presents some inter-

‘expenditures are increasing from year to 
vent the wealth of the nition is increasing 
in a way that justifies these larger annual 
bndgets. Commissioner Wright makes the 
valid point that a man’s expenses should 
be measured. by his wealth income 
rather than by the ile of his and that 
in like manner a nation’s expenses should 
‘be regulated by its wealth and products 


that on this basis Americans have no rea- 
| gon te complain of improvidence on the part 
of the national government." 

In 1791 the per, capita expenditure by 
the federal government was only 49 cents. 
it 
was $6.39. In 1850 the per capita expendi- 
ture was $1.60. In that year the private 
wealth of the nation was $7,135,780,228 
and its produets worth 81.029, 108, 798. 
1900 the nation's wealth had increased 

000,000,000 and its products to $18,- 
222,570,989. From these figures it will be 
seen that while the government now spends 
annually four times as much per capita as 
it did fifty years ago, the nation’s wealth 
and annual income have inéantime increased 
to fifteen times the total amount of 1850. 
The present national debt of $14.52 per capi- 
ta is not sufficient to alter the situation 
materially. Mr, Wright is justified in his 
conclusion that the nation is rich enough 
to live on a generous scale. 

While this general conclusion is true, it 
does. not alter the. fact that Congress is 
often guilty of inexcusable extravagance. 
Gommissioner Wright's statistics will be 
wrongly interpreted if they are taken !to 
justify the present schemes of the “ surplus 
busters” at Washington. Money injudic- 
jously expended is wasted wealth, whether 
the people can afford it or not. Useless 
items in the rivers and harbors bill, which 
swell its footings té $60,000,000; cannot be 
jaetified by any statistics, The fact that 
the nation is rich does not diminish the 
obligation of Congressmen to exercise care 
and business judgment in voting appropria- 
tions.

If 
economies affecting a mail service are likely 
to mean automatic reductions of the pay, the 
railroads might hereafter pursue a policy 


to conceal such economies. But it ie difi- 
cult to eee how the increasing improvement 
of the mall service which the public expects, 
meaning, ae it does, faster and more fre- 


quent trains, can also mean diminishing ti 


cost to the railroads. 


So far as the public is concerned it wants — 


the railroads paid such amounts and in such 
judicious way as to furnish an incentive for 
the beit possible service, It cares to pay 
out nothing, however, to the railroad in the 
nature of gratuitous subsidies. 

From the recent weighing of the mals it 
was shown that about oneeixth of the 
weight was in equipment—that is, sacks and 
pouches. The paying of from $5,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 4 year for hatiling this heavy 
proportion of Jeather and canvas does not 
seem business-like, and every effort should 
be made to introduce greater economy in 
this way. It is understood that the depart- 
ment is now experimenting with mercerized 
Sea Island cotton with this purpose in view. 

Whether or not, as 9 result of the work of 
this commission, a saving is made in the 
way of pay to railroads, there should be no 
letup in further efforts to prevent deficits 
ih postal service. Other countries, like 
England, secure handsome surpluses every 
year from postal operation. In this connec- 
tien Oéngress may well ponder over the 
statement of Postmaster Van Cott of New 
* to the effect that postal savings banks, 

if adopted in this country, would make 
profits easily sufficient to wipe out the an- 
nual postoffice deficits. 


WORKINGS OF THE BAROLE LAW. 

Chief Kipley and Inspector Shea are both 
anxious to ascribe the prevalence of crime 
to the leniency of the parole law. The 
arrest of Jack Leyden, a paroled robber, 
is made the text for a wholesale denuncia- 
tion of the law. The police assert that 
three-fourths of the crime committed in 
Chicago can be traced to men who have 
deen released on parole from the criminal 

institutions of the State. They would prob- 
ably find it difficult to substantiate these 
sweeping assertions with proofs of any 
kind. The proportion of paroled men 
caught in the commission of crime and sent 
back to the penitentiary is only about 15 
percent. The figures are against Inspector 
Shea and his assertions regarding the evils 
of the parole system. 

It is inevitable that there should be some 
relapses under such a system and it is also 
natural that the police should feel ag- 
grieved when they have to catch a thief a 
second time. But the penalty for such 
second offenses is severe, and the question 
of relapses is practically confined to men 
paroled for the first time. The official 
report of the reform school at Pontiac 
shows that 85 per cent of the 3,000 criminals 
paroled from that institution have not fallen 
back into crime. The last report of the 
State Board of Pardons showed about the 
same encouraging result for the Joliet 
penitentiary. The records of the identifica- 


tion bureau of the Chicago Police depart- | * 


ment corroborate these figures by showing 
an average of only about 15 per cent of 
paroled men returned to prison. 


the police has some solid justification grow- 
ing out of increased laxity in keeping watch 
over paroled prisoners. It should not be 
possible for such men to commit a series 
of new crimes while on parole. The sur- 
veillance over them should be such as to 
insure their being sent back to prison at the 
first sign of relapse. If the system has 
developed a defect in this regard it should 
de remedied, but the law as a whole should 
not be condemned. So long as it unques- 
tionably helps a majority of the paroled 
prisoners to lead honest nn 
provement on the old system.
